| WEEKE PAYS NO 
TAKES ON His 
POLITICIAN'S LOT 


He Is Assessed Only on $50 
Tract, Which Qualified 
Him to Hold Office, and 
His Back Tax Bill on That 
Is $7.98, Nothing Having 
Been Paid Since 1907. 


BRINKOP SAYS HANK 
MUST PAY THIS TIME 











Records Show Nothing Col- 
lected From Saloon Keeper 
Politician in Five Years, 
Though He Has Signed 
Many Bonds. 


Mrs. Nellie Weeke, in a statement to 
reporters Wednesday, said that her hus- 
band, Hank Weeke, Republican City 
Committeeman and saloon proprietor, 
paid no taxes, either real or personal, 
yet signed bonds in the courts, some 
of them for sums as high as $7000. 

Mrs. Weekes statement was supple- 
mental to her daily installments of 
“Poker and Politics,’ ‘and was made 
for the same general purpose, to force 
Weeke to meet her demand for alimony 
in the divorce suit lately filed by her. 

Investigation by Post-Dispatch report- 
ers at the city hall and in the criminal] 
and police courts showed that Weeke 
has paid no taxes for five years, and 
that he is not at present assessed on 
any personal property, or on any realty 
except a “‘politician’s lot,’’ valued at $50. 

Bought It From Kelly. 

“A “politician’s lot’ is known as @ 
small tract of ground which usually has 
little value and serves no purpose ex- 
cept to qualify its owner, under the city 
charter, to hold office. Weeke’s lot is 
cn Lorentz street, near the River des 
Peres, and has a 25-foot frontage. He 
bought it in 1908 from Charles F.. Kelly, 
former Speaker of the House of Dele- 
gates. 

He has been assessed annually on a 
$50 valuation for this lot, but has not 


“the taxes since’ 1997»~His back-tax" 


“paid” 
bill on this property now amounts to 
7.98. 

Weeke is not assessed on any personal 

property this year. Last year he was 
eesessed on a return of $150 personalty, 
but did not pay the $3.83 due on that val- 
vation, and this is added to his back-tax 
bill. 
_ He formerly owned a lot on Randolph 
street, valued, with improvements, at 
$2750. He last paid taxes on this lot in 
1907, and sold it in the following vear. 


“Will Be Asseased This Time.’’ 
A memorandum lay on Assessor 


Brinkop’s desk Thursday bearing 
Weeke’s name. “He will be assessed 
on all his property next time,” said 
Assessor Brinkop. “I am sorry that 
the district assessor seems to have over- 
looked him last time.’’ 

August Steinmeyer is district assessor 
for the assessment district in which 
Weeke lives and including the ward in 
which Weeke is Republican City Com- 
mitteeman. He was appointed in 1911 
by Mayor Krelsmann, on Councilman 
Lehmberg’s recommendation. 

When inquiry was made at the Clark 
Avenue Police Court as to Weeke’s aoc- 
tivity as a bondsman, Judge Kimmel 
said he was sure he had accepted 
Weeke on a@ number of bonds, and 
said he always supposed he was a 
qualified bondsman. 

The Clerk's office, where records of 
the qualifications of bondsmen are kept, 
contained no such record as to Weeke, 
and Chief Clerk Hauck and Clerk Bran- 
don said Hank Weeke never had signed 
a bond in the court, to their knowledge. 
Judge Kimmel then was asked if he 
might not have confused Hank Weeke 
with his brother, Frank, who is a quali- 
tied bondsman. He replied that he knew 
Hank, and was sure he had béen on 
bonds In the court. 

Accepted in the Three C’s. 

Fred Knittel, Clerk of the Court of 
Criminal Correction, said Hank Weeke 
pad been accepted as a bondsman in 
both divisions of the court, and that he 
was qualified. When he looked in the 
records for Weeke’s qualifications, he 
could find nothing about them. 

Henry Echterhoff, clerk of the three 
eriminal divisions of the Circuit Court, 
said Weeke had not acted as a bonds- 
man in that court, had no qualifica- 
tions on file and would not be accepted 
on a bond. 

No one in the courts where Weeke has 
acted as bondsman recalled any forfeit- 
ure recorded against him - 

Weeke told a reporter that the rea- 
son he paid no taxes was that he had 
no property to speak of. He said the 
$160 personal return he made last year 
was on the furniture in his home, and 
that Mrs. Weeke now has the ¢urni- 
hure, so that he did not care to pay 
taxes on it. 

About the back taxes which he owes, 
‘be remarked, “I suppose some day Pt! 
get a bill for the whole amount, and 
will call at the city hall and settle.

John Murray Died on Alton 
Physician's Operating Table 
After Walking to Office. 
John Murray, 38 years old, a section 
hand working for the Chicago & Alton 
Railroad at Hartford, Ill., died on the 
operating table in the office of Dr. 
J. B. Hastings at Alton at 1 p. m., 
Wednesday afternoon as a result of a 
shock received in a fall while running 
after an interurban electric car at Wood

A daylight burglar, who is also a skv-

EXCEPTIONS FILED 


TO SETTLEMENT IN 
THE BRYAN ESTATE 


Administrator Objects to Com- 
missions Allowed by His Pre- 
decessor’s Executors. 








CALLS VALUES INFLATED 





Tower Also Declares Robert Had 
no Right to Charge Interest 
on Loan. 





Exceptions were entered Wednes- 


day in the Probate Court to a settla- 
ment recently filed in connection with 
the estate of Mrs. Martha Tower 
Bryan, who died Feb. 18, 1907. Mrs. 
resided at 1540 South Grand 
avenue. Her estate, in all of the sev- 


eral estimates made, is valued in hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars. 

E. S. Robert, an attorney, who died 
last December and whose widow was 
one of the Titanic survivors, was 
made executor of the estate by Mrs. 
Bryan's will. Mrs. Bryan’s brother, 
George F. Tower Jr., succeeded Rob- 
ert as administrator and is the author 
of the exceptions now filed. 

Objects to Commissions, 

He alleges that Douglas W. Robert 
and William L. Bechtold, executors of 
E. S. Robert's estate, allow “improper 
eredits for commissions” in their 
statement of Robert's affairs in the 
bryan estate. 

Some of the items chinchel: to are: 
$2376.25 in commissions to the exe- 
cutor Nov. 6, 1911; $19,509.88 in com- 
missions Nov. 29, 1911: $2916.33 in in- 
terest paid to the executor on account 
of a loan made May 11, 1909, and 
$287.98 allowed on account of balance 
on commissions Nov. 29, 1911. The to- 
tal amount paid to Robert in interest 
and commissions was $25,640.44, Tow- 
er alleges. 

Says Values Were Inflated. 

Part of the commissions allowed, it 
is alleged, were based on at least 
$590,197.78 in personal property which 
Robert never handled. It is further 
alleged that Robert had no right to 
make the estate pay interest on the 
loan and that the total. property re- 
ceived and distributed by him did not 
amount to $454,482.28, as set forth in 
the settlement. 

Tower contends that stocks held by 
the Bryan estate were given an ex- 
‘cessive and unnatural Valuation in or- 
der that greater credits for commis- 
sions might be allowed the executor. 

“This suit is particularly unpleasant,”’ 
said Douglas W. Robert to reporters, 
“for the reason that Mr. Tower was a 
lifelong friend of my brother and was 
one of the honorary pallbearers at his 
funeral. 

“Mrs. Bryan’s estate was left to her 
husband, Kenneth Bryan, who was a 
hopeless invalid from locomotor ataxia 
and his since been declared insane by 
the Clayton Cireuit Court. Letters that 
passed between Mr. Bryan’ and my 
brother ought to clear this matter up” 

He then showed a letter in which Bry- 
an had authorized Robert to hypothe- 
cate certain shares of stock held by the 
estate in order to collect his commis- 
sions and close up the estate. The let- 
ter was written May 7, 1909. 

E. S. Robert held a high rank in St. 
Louis legal circles. His wife was the 
widow of former Judge George A. Ma- 
dill, president of the old Union Trust 
Co., from whom she inherited a fortune. 
Robert died at St. Luke’s Hospital while 
his wife and stepdaughter were abroad. 
The estimated value of his estate is 


$250,000.

Brock went to Detroit to visit, Oct. 1,

He got friendly letterg from her 
until Dec. 1 of that year, he said, 
when he received the last letter he 
ever got from her.

William Ritter, a salesman. testified 
he had lived in the same house with the 
Brocks for two years.

Bride, 17, Tells How Man Al- 
ways Carried Revolver When

Wounded by her “gun-toting” hus- 


band, Mrs. Bernice Mohana. at the city 
hospital Wednesday told how George 
Mohana shot her down in the home of 
her sister, Mrs, Catherine Collins, at 4411 
Evans avenue Tuesday afternoon when 
she refused to return to him. 

The 17-year-old bride probably will re- 
cover, the hospital surgeons say. One 
of the two bullets fired by her husband 
struck her in the abdomen, but the oth- 


er lodged in the outer wall. 

‘I met Mohana at my sister's house 
last December,” she said. “Within a 
few minutes after we were introduced 
he proposed marriage.”’ 

Always Threatened Her. 

After that, Mrs. Mohana said, Mohana 
called on her two or three*times a 
week. He always carried a revolver in 
his outside coat pocket. Every time he 
visited her, she said, he would take 
the revolver from his pocket and tell 
her that if she did not marry him he 
would kill her. 

‘‘Last April, George came to the house 
one night. I saw the revolver in his 
pocket,’”’ said Mrs. Mohana. ‘‘He again 
insisted that we get married. I told 
him 1 was only.17 years old and tuc 
young to think of marrying. He 
pointed the revolver at me, saying: ‘I'll 
be here tomorrow. If you don't marry 
me I’m going to kill you.’”’ 

Mrs. Mohana says that when Mohana 
called the next day she agreed to: mar- 
ry him because she was afraid he would 
carry out his threat. The ceremony 
was performed by Justice. of the Peace 
k.rueger. The revolver was in Mohana’s 
pocket at the time, the young bride 
Says. 

Mother Told Her to Leave Him. 

In July her mother, Mrs. Minnie Bell 
of West Frankfort, I!l., visited her. She 
did not like Mohana and advised 
daughter to leave him. The bride -heed- 
ed the advice and went to the home of 
her sister, Mrs. Collins. \ 

Tuesay morning Mohana went there. 
His bride was alone in the house and 
she refused to open the door for him. 
He returned at 2 p. m. and was admitted 
by Mrs. Collins,

kitchen,”’ said Mrs. Mohana. “He begged 
me to return to him. I told him I would 
not, and that I intended to sue for a 
divorce. I went into my room to change 
my dress, and he followed me. I saw 
him put his hand to his coat pocket. and 
I knew what that meant.

Asked about the tariff, he answered 
along the lines of his speech of ac- 
ceptance, promising in the event of 
his election the Tariff Board would 
promptly and thoroughly investigate 
all the schedules of which complaint 
is made, and that such revision as 
was shown to be necessary would be 
nade. 

Asked as to the Roosevelt plan to 
govern trusts through Federal incor- 
poration and regulation, he answered: 

“It would create the most mon- 
strous monopoly of power in the his- 
tory of the world—a power as much 
greater, as much more autocratic, 
than that of a Caesar or a Napoleon, 
as the business interests of the twen- 
tieth century are greater, more domi- 
nant and far-reaching than were 
those of 2000 or 100 years ago. An 
unprincipled man with such power in 
his grasp could perpetuate his au- 
thority, perhaps under legitimate 
forms, and become a dictator until 
his hold could be shaken loose only 
revolution.”’ 

Cost of Living Explanation, 

Asked for his explanation of the 
high cost of living, he said: 

“The noted English labor leader, 
Keir Hardie, who is generally re- 
garded as truthful and deliberate in 
his description of labor conditions 
abroad, said, in an aadress in Chica- 
zo on Sept. 17, according to newspa- 
per reports, that 33 per cent of Eu- 
ropean workingmen are facing star- 
vation.’ As the population of Burope 
is 380,000,000, Mr. Hardie’s statement 
suggests an appalling condition. That 
condition must be due to a much 
higher cost of living as compared 
with earnings of labor than exists fn 
the United States. In some cities 
of Europe the high prices of food 
products have led to rioting, and it 
is a fact that the rise in prices has 
been world-wide. Savings bank de- 
posits amounting to $4,250,000,000 in the

Dr. Shutt Says Inaccuracy Is Due 
to Underpaying of Telephoné 
Operator. --r 





Another instance in which relatives 
were given false information as to the 
condition of a patient at the city. hos- 
pital came to light at a meeting of the 
Hospital Commission in thé officé of 
Commissioner Shutt Tuesday night. 

Dr. Shutt told the commission he had 
discovered that when relatives ‘of Fred 
Schilds of 1003 Chouteau avenue tele- 
phoned to the hospital Monday night 
to ask about his condition they were 
told he was improving, though in -fact 
he had died an hour before. Schilds 
had taken carbolic acid. 

Says Operator Is Underpaid. 

Discussing the inaccuracy of telephone 
reports sent from the hospital to rela- 
tives of patients, Dr. Shutt told a Post- | 
Dispatch reporter Wednesday that, in, 
his opinion, the fault lies in the fact 
that the operator of the telephone ex- 
change is underpaid. This operator, a 
man, receives $35 a month and his board. 
He has to look after all telephone calls 
over the two public lines and the 
municipal line, 

“It is impossible to get a man who 
will do efficient work for this small 
pay,” said Dr. Shutt. “I am having 
an ordinance prepared to raise the 
operator’s salary to $60 a month. Re- 
cently we had extension lines of the 
municipal telephone system put into

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COMPENSATION FOR 


WORKMEN FAVORED 
BY COMMISSION 


The Missouri State Workmen’s Com- 
pensation Commission, composed of five 
Senators, five members of the House of 
Representatives and five others ap- 
pointed by Gov. Hadley, met in Parlor 
B of the Planters Hotel Wednesday, 
and in advance of any hearing, adopted 
a resolution declaring itself in favor of 
substituting workmen’s compensation 
for employer's liability. 

The difference is, according to Ferd 
C. Schwerdtman, a member of the com- 
mission, that under employers’ liability 
a workman who is injured has merely 
a right of action, while under workmen’s 
compensation he has assurance of re- 
lief. 

The resolution relatés that, whereas 
the commission concedes the wisdom 
and need of a fair and equitable law 
providing for the compensation of work- 
men injured in industrial accidents, 
therefore the commission will confine 
itself to determining the character of 
the law to be framed, the industries to 
be covered, the means by which com- 
pensation shall be paid and the 
amounts thereof. 

Meetings are to be held in St. Louls, 
Kansas City and perhaps other places 
to hear recommendations and argu- 
ments. Afterward the chairman, Sena- 
tor Oliver, will appoint a committee of 
three to prepare a bill and submit it to 
the commission. 

A hearing was called for Wednesday 
morning, at the Planters, but it was 
postponed to 2 o’clock.

COMPENSATION FOR 
WORKMEN FAVORED 
BY COMMISSION 


The Missouri State Workmen’s Com- 
pensation Commission, composed of five 
Senators, five members of the House of 
Representatives and five others ap- 
pointed by Gov. Hadley, met in Parlor 
B of the Planters Hotel Wednesday, 
and in advance of any hearing, adopted 
a resolution declaring itself in favor of 
substituting workmen’s compensation 
for employer's liability. 

The difference is, according to Ferd 
C, Schwerdtman, a member of the com- 
mission, that under employers’ liability 
a workman who is injured has merelv 
a right of action, while under workmen's 
compensation he has assurance of re- 
lief. 

The resolution relates that, whereas 
the commission concedes the wisdom 
and need of a fair and equitable law 
providing for the compensation of work- 
men injured in industrial accidents, 
therefore the commission will confine 
itself to determining the character of 
the law to be framed, the industries to 
be covered, the means by which com- 
pensation shall be paid and the 
amounts thereof. 

Meetings are to be held in St. Louis, 
Kansas City and perhaps other places 
to hear recommendations and argu- 
ments. Afterward the chairman, Sena- 
tor Oliver, will appoint a committee of 
three to prepare a bill and submit it to 
the commission.

For a whim and a matter of $200 fine, 
Rusie quit cold on the New York club. At 
the time he was\esteemed a greater pitcher 
than is Waiter Johnson today.

His retirement put Comiskey’s club on 
the toboggan, besides taking a big wad of 
kale from the Old Roman's stock book,

CHICAGO, Sept. 25.—O. M. Areback is 


held at Baldwin, Mich., in connection 
with the death. of his partner, Harry 
W. Fisher, a member of the Chicago 
University Club. Fisher was shot and 
killed last Thursday while hunting, and 
Mrs. Fisher and Areback reported thet 
he had been killed accidentally.

Stimson, Secretary of War, came to 
Denver, last Friday, in connection with 
his suit to have his daughter's will 
set aside. 

“Wither that is not the signature of 
my daughter or it was written under du- 
ress,” he exclaimed, when he saw the 
signature attached to the will, according 
to his attorney. 

Miss Warren's estate probably is 
worth $15,000. . She willed the bulk of | 
her estate to Otto Meyer of Minneapolis, 
who was her fiance, and $5000 to Meyer’s 
brother, Dr. J. H. Warren Meyer who 
Was named as administrator. The es- 
tate consists of insurance policies 
amounting to $12,500 and property be- 
queathed by the dead girl’s mother. 

Hides His Identity. 

Wheeler, on coming to Denver, regis- 
tered at a hotel as James Woodrow, and 
his identity did not become koown until 

_ after his death. He was accompanied 
by his attorney, Emil Schnallock, also 
eof Hollis, who registered under the 
t.ame Of Emil Sheridan. Schnallock is 
under the care of a physician. Accord- 
ing to doctors, Wheeler died of uremic 
convulsions, 

The hearing of the will suit, which 
Schnallock says will not be dismissed 
because of Wheeler's death; has been 
postponed until Oct. 5. The attorney 
Said the suit w'll be pushed in behalf 
of Wheoler’s second wife and their three 
children.

ROOSEVELT WOMAN ehh 





From Her Apartment, With Help 
of Advisory Board, She Is 
to Run Campaign. 





By MARGUERITE MARTYN. 


ASING her objections to Mr. 
° Roosevelt upon her close personal 
observation of his conduct dur- 
ing ten years’ residence in Washington 
while her husband was Congressman, 
Mrs. Charles F: Joy is going about her 
work of helping to defeat the _ third 
termer with unrestrained joy and en- 
thusiasm. 

Mrs. Joy, be it known, has long been 
upon intimate, familiar terms with the 
Roosevelt family and she was one of 
the party which made that eventful trip 
to the Philippines with President Taft, 
preceding the marriage of Alice Roose- 
velt and Nicholas Longworth. It is, 
therefore, significant that Mrs. Joy has 
been chosen by the Republican National 
Committee as the woman best fitted to 
lead the Taft campaign among the wom- 
eu of Missouri. 

At her apartment in the St. Regis I 
asked her: | 

“Just what are some of your. objec- 
tions to the ex-President.”’ 

“Oh, let’s not discuss, them,” replied 
Mrs. Joy. “I believe, in asserting the 
positive and letting the negative side of 
this problem remain negative. I believe 
there are enough indications of Mr. 
Taft’s actual accomplishment and prov- 
en worth to outweigh even the numerous 
faults of Theodore Roosevelt which we 
might mention if only people can be 
made to listen to them. 

Taft Unselfish. 

“The President is a sane, well-bal- 
anced, normal, just, honest man and 
unselfish. He is a fine lawyer and 
shrewd, too. I remember so well how 
the situation at the last campaign illus- 
trated both shrewdness and unselfish- 
ness. Mr. Taft did not want the presi- 
dency. He does not want it now just for 
the honor of being President. Four years 
ago all the far-seeing men at Washing- 
tcn, knowing what they had _ . »been 
through with Roosevelt, urged Mr. Taft 
to take advantage of Mr. Roosevelt's 
generous assistance. Taft was persuad- 
ed to sacrifice his inclination and step 
in for his country’s sake. Roosevelt, in 
his egotism, little suspected the clever 
coup and is just waking up to it now.” 
“Oh, if you only would know how all 
of us in Washington were made to feel 
during the tempestuous Roosevelt dyn- 
asty!’’ 

If Nazimora or Grace George or any 
of those other actresses who it is said 
are considering the production of two 
of Mrs. Joy’s plays can put as much 
feeling into her lines as does Mrs. Joy 
in mere allusions to the Bull Moose, the 
success of the dramas are assured. 
Alice Sweet, Strong Girl. 
‘But I must not get too personal,’’ she 
added, moderating. ‘‘Dear Alice, she is a 
sweet, strong, lovable girl. I am very 
fond of her. She is her father’s own 
daughter so far as forcefulness goes. At 
this crisis, though, you observe Alice is 
loyal to the party and hér husband 
against the conduct of her father. Mrs. 
Roosevelt also is fine and strong. 

“I have seen her lay her hand upon | 
her husband’s sleeve and try to subdue 
him as she would a fractious horse. 

‘“*Roosevelt is a woman hater, you 
know, Miss Martyn,” said Mrs. Joy 
apropos of the suffrage question I had 
introduced. ‘“‘His sudden conversion to 
the cause of suffrage is laughable to 
those who really know him.”’ 

“And where does Mr. Taft stand on 
votes for women ?’’ 

“Mr. Taft will not be persuaded to 
commit himself now to gain a few votes 
for himself, but in the past I have 
heard him express his friendliness to- 
ward the movement. 

“Mrs. Joy expected to awaken this 
morning and find she had precipitated 
an avalanche of enthusiasm at the es- 
tablishment of a woman’s Taft bureau 
here,’ said Mr. Joy, who happened in 
and was urged by his wife to help in my 
conversion to Taftism. ‘I have to re- 
mind her that an avalanche at its incep- 
tion is a matter of time.”’ ‘ 

Regrets Women’s Apathy Here. 
**Yes,”” responded Mrs. Joy, “the whole 
fault I have to find with St. Louis, com- 
ing as I do from long stays in Califor- 
nia and Washington and in England, 
is the apathy of women here to the live, 
interesting, important movements of the 
times. I am inclined to think Missouri 
is going to be the last State to obtaia 
suffrage. And I think there are no 
women who need its broadening influ- 
ence more. 

“Why, when I first came to St. Louis, 
I thought all the women must be wid- 
ows or old maids. One never met their 
whusbands or knew if they had any. At 
all their daytime entertainments men 
were an absent quantity. This was 
quite the reverse of affairs in Califor- 
nia, where women join the men in al) 
thelr diversions and sports; different 
from Washington, where society is inter- 
ested in world politics; different, of 
course, from England, where there is a 
leisure class of men. 

“In St. Louis I observed that when 
men and women were gathered together 
at evening functions, the men were at 
great pains to adapt themselves, to re- 








vise their pon teren tog downward to suit 
ti ‘women. 
-“At a luncheon once I suggested ial 
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Mrs. Joy Delights in Working Against T. R. 
Thinks Missouri. Wilf Be Last to Have Suffrage

mere externals, we should try to estab- 
lish mutual mental interests and attract 
spiritually, as it were. . But, oh, no! 
The women wouldn't listen to me. ‘We 
are never past middle age!’ they shout- 
ed in accord.

“It is the big, wide world interests 
of a man which keep him young long- 
er than a woman. It is the narrow 
life of a woman that makes her self- 
centered and less philosophical and 
more neurotic, driving .men away 
from her and carrying. her toward 
the divorce court.”

Gibbons, who told me last week that 
women’s interest in politics would 
tend to antagonize men and women 
and ‘contribute another cause for di- 
vorce?”’

“mutua] interests in public problems 
and affairs are going to draw hus- 
bands and wives to a closer and bet- 
ter understanding of each other.” 

“And what are your plans for lin- 
ing up the women of Missouri for 
Taft?”

“TJ shall call upon certain Republi- 
can women of my knowledge to form 
with me an advisory board with 
headquarters here at my i  apart- 
ment for the present.

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PULITZER SCHOOL OF 
JOURNALISM OPENS MONDAY}:

Director Talcott Willizms Says: Enrollment In- 
cluding Active Newspaper Men Is Larger 
Than Expect-d. 


> 





NEW YORK, Sept. 25.—The School vf 
Journalism of Columbia University (the 
Pulitzer foundation) will open Monday 
afternoon at 4 o’clock in Earl Hall. 
President Butler will preside. Bishop 
Greer, a trustee of the university, will 
take part in the exercises. 


Dr. Talcott Williams, director of the 
school, will make an address on “Th»> 
Purpose and Methods of the School.” 
As the registration will not be complete 
until 4 p. m. today, it is not possible 
to give a full list of the school mem- 
bers, but the number is larger than was 
expected. Dr. Williams said -to a re- 
porter for the Post-Dispatch: 

“It was Mr. Pulitzer’s purpose to give 
the opportunity for men who are already 
in journalism to take up special studies 
which would better fit them for their 
calling. It is a gratifying proof of the 
wisdom of this provision that nearly 
half the entering class of the school is 
composed of those who have already 
spent from one to four years on news- 
papers in various parts of the country. 

“In more than one case men engaged 
in exhausting night work in New York 


offices are using their scanty leisure to 
take the courses of the school. They 
will get six years, or more if necessary, 
to take their degree. In other cases the 
young journalists have already held re- 
sponsible positions on papers in differ- 
ent cities and are giving up positions 
which would lead on to important work 
because they feel that in the end they 
will profit by more training, as their 
experience has already shown them thy 
necessity of this training in practical 
newspaper work. The fourth-year class 
will be composed almost wholly of men 
who have received their degree of A. 
B. at college and who take this year of 
technical training in order to fit them- 
selves for journalism. 

“It is already plain that the school 
will do the work proposed by Mr. Pui- 
itzer in furnishing training to those al- 
ready in the calling to fit themselves 
more completely for the services of the 
people and in enabling those who have 
already received a college education to 
provide themselves with the special 
equipmert needed in the work of the 
reporter.”’

For this purpose we need every square inch of 
the green grass; every opening toward th blue of 
heaven and all the limited spaces now conserved 
for pure air and free range, Let us stand by the 
Park Commissioner bravely.

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SCIENCE AND THE CIGARETTE. 
From the New York Sun. 

One of those thorough investigations 
of articles that gre consumed generally 
in which the Lancet indulges occasion- 
ally has just been completed, with un- 
expected results. The subject analyzed 
was that deleterious weed tobacco; the 
aim of the investigators was to demon- 
strate its harmfulness when smoked in 
the form of cigarettes, especially those 
made from American tobacco. They 
counted in. the discovery. of.enough evi; 
Gence of nicotine poisoning to discour- 
age what they regarded as a pernicious 
habit. 

The outcome of the experiments was 
a surprise. It turned out that the 
amount of nicotine in ordinary mixtures 
of pipe tobaece was much larger than 
in any other form of the weed, that the 
arhount in Turkish cigarette tobacco 
was a little more than in American, and 
that ‘the British cigar was only a shade 
better, while'the Havana cigar con- 
tained much less nicotine than any 
other tobacco. Experiments were then 
made on the amourit of ‘nicotine’ con- 
veyed to the smoker’s mouth in each 
form of smoking; it was found that, the 
pipe was the worst, yielding in some 
cases from 70 to 80 per cent of the nico- 
tine contained in the tobacco; the cigar 
came next and the cigarette yielded the 
least. Further, the, material fact was 
considered that the cigarette smoker 
throws away a third ef his tobacco un- 
consumed, while the man with the pipe 
smokes to the: bitter end. 

The conclusion, therefore, seemingly 
must be that ‘‘from the point of view 
of nicotine poisoning the cigarette would 
appear to be the least harmful form of 
smoking and the pipe the worst, the 
cigar eccupying an intermediate posi- 
tion.”
